DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a Notice of Allowance in response to the Amendment and 
Terminal Disclaimer received on 26 March 2008. Claims 1-6 and 8-14 have been 
cancelled. Claim 7 has been amended. Claims 15 and 16 have been added. Claims 7, 
15 and 16 are now pending in this application. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 7, 15 and 16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claim 7, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach said opaque surface forming a part of a flat panel onto which the image is 
projected by the projection unit, said flat panel and said projection unit being 
disposed in the working space.
